J-.'-'ims ' own opinion of the matter 
ii i fins exprened through (he medium of 
the New Orleana Coaunfttiut Timet — 
" Wool can be grown a* cheaply, fend to 
a* great advantage, in the cotton ^gro wing 
itatet a* in any part of the world. There 
it nothing in tlie climate to prevent it. 
If it may be found de*irablr lu grow thai 
of the tinnl gradei, it can he done with- 
out fear of the animal* becoming coveted 
with hair in a few year* I" tie ha* evi- 
dently aome rqiagivtng, however, a* to the 
policy ul hit attempting the nnntgraalei 1 
fur he immediately tuLjoiha- " However, 
we are inclined to think that wool of a 
«wraer fwatity mill it/hmtJ aaul profita- 
hlr — mutton being alto an object with 
u*, 11 

If the United Rale* already produce 
four times the quantity of wool that we 
do, and if there i* a reasonable chance of 
their producing it of 1 quality equal to 
oun, and at no greater con, then have we 
indeed much to fear from their formidable 
rivalry. The va*t extent uf their territory, 
(he almoit illimitable retouttei uf their 
toil and climate, the iudomi table 1 pirn uf 
their citiaent, combined with their proxi- 
mity lu the Brititb market, will render 
their competition, if lucceuful at *]l,-aue- 
ceatfnl in no ordinary degree- 

"Wool," **yi anothrr Liverpool cor - 
rnpondent, addreuing au American, " re- 
quire* in ita production grtut attention in 
craning the orierf, ut lie twite Ihe quality 
degeneratei eery quickly. The ntlinlen- 
ance of it* 6 nanus depends also very 
much on the nature of the patturage on 
which the iheep graie. And we may re- 
mark, that your oifn tamptei are of a 
particularly good kind." 

Here it a word uf encouragement for 
the Americans, with a word of caution fur 
the Australians Of lire two requisite) 
fur ihe production and preservation of u 
tuperior maple, one, itiitiiile pajturage, ii 
bountifully tupplird to the Auatralian 
grower by naliitr, whilit (lie other dr- 
prndt upon hit own indiiatry and tkill. 
In I Ii ia , tl 11 to be feared, he ban tcarcely 
been juat to hiinielf. He hu pauibl) 
preiumrtj too much upon the natural ad- 
vanlagei of the tin* aheep-iuitaiiiiiic; 
country in which hit capital it iiakcd, 
Il will be well if Ihit note of warning 
from Ihe land uf atari and Mripet. ihall 
route him u> a more vigilant attention.
